John Roundy, the accountant of the Pacific 
Mail Company, testified that he knew Irwin, and 
identified the accounts in the ledger. They 
came to him marked “A. B. T.” To the names 
of Harriots & Noves was entered $650,000. 
Checks were issued under the immediate super- 
vision of the Vice-President, but under the su- 
perior direction of the President. He was not 
present at the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee when arrangements were made for 
disbursements for obtaining a subsidy. 
The witness thought that the en- 
tries iv the stub-and-check and cash books 
were taise in point of fact. The entry of 
$650,000 to Harriott & Noyes was oniy made for 
convenience. The witness thought this was 
really a fraud, and would be calculated to mis- 
lead any stockholder who was endeavoring to 
get the standing of the Company. Jue amount 
of checks issued to Irwin struck the witness as 
being very large. Vice-President Bellows told 
the witness that it was the intention of Stock- 


St. Paul and stating that Irwin's 
check paid to King was the latter’s share in the 
profits of a Wall street pool, makes no change in 
general opinion here, though the Press and 
Pioneer affect to believe it. The Minneapolis 
Tribune, King’s home paper, says: “Palmer's 
dispatch is of no particu \ar importance except in 
saying King never used money received from 
Irwin for corrupting Congress. The inference 
is, then,” it adds, ‘that King kept watch of 
the progress of the bill and assisted its 
paseage by personal infil ience, and, in considera- 
tion for such service, received a stipulated 
amount of money. This letter is no evidence 
that he received a cent, \out, associated with the 
testimony taken, seems 40 substantiate what had 
already been divulged.

Witness was in- 
structed to make a transcript of the account of 
Schumaker with the Trust Company from May 
30, 1872, inclusive, until the settlement. Re- 
cess.

there: The Democratic leaders are opposed to 
any revolutionary movement, whether it be 
seatiug members that they consider were elected 
in the House, or by reorganizing the Senate by 
bringing in the members that are conceded by 
both Boards to have been elected, bnt 
who have forfeited their seats by non-action 
or non-acceptance. McEnery, Penn, and all the 
Jeaders are utterly opposed to any revolutionary 
proceeding. They all encouraged the bluff 
game against the Returning Board in the hope 
that they might secure the return of a majority 
in the House. but these threats were made with- 
out any intention of executing them. The Dem- 
ocratic leaders will not encourage revolution for 
two reasons: First, because they believe that a 
revolutionary movement would prejudice them 
before the Congressional Committee. Second, 
because such a movement might result in the 
re-establishment of military government. They 
would bave been willing to accept a majority of 
five for or against them. They believe they can 

CONTROL BY BRIBERY AND FLATTERY 
a sufficient number of the negro votes to give 
them tbe preliminary organizatiou of the House. 
Unoer ths circumstances, they will not attempt 
to install members by force, but by attempting 
to prevent the arrival of cvlored Republican 
members from the parisbes, and by other means 
will endeavor to arrange it so that a sufficient 
number of the colored Representatives from the 
country will be absent when the House is organ- 
ized to secure the control of the organization of 
the House to the Democrats.

The Demo- 
cratic Speaker would then become Govy- 
ernor until the Legislature could act on 
the case. The session of the isla- 
ture, by the Constitution, 1s limited to sixty 
days. No extra session could be called except 
by the acting Governor, who would be the Demo- 
cratic Speaker, and he, of course, would not call 
one. In the meantime, the acting Governor 
would have the means to make all appointments 
which the Constitution and laws give to the Gov- 
ernor. He would be able to disintegrate the Re- 
publican party by the distribution of the numer- 
ous valuable offices. 

The sixtieth and sixty-first articles of the 
Constitution and acta of 1870 give the Governor 
of Louisiana more patronage than the Govern- 
ors of any ether twenty States. He cap appoint 
everybody, from Supreme Judge to parish 
Constable. 

In no eventdo the Conservative leaders in- 
tend to allow any riotous proceedings. The 
White League organization enables these lead- 
ers to more thoroughly contrul the excitable 
classes.

First Annual Meeting of the Illinois 
Siate Dairymen’s Association. 


Growth ard Extent of the Dairy 
Business in Kane County. 


Interesting Papers Read. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Exorn, Ill., Dec. 30.—The first annual meeting 
of tbe Illinois State Dairymen’s Association con- 
vened in this city to-day. To accommodate ag 
many as possible, the meeting was cailed for the 
same place and time as that appointed for the 
local organization, the pioneer one of the West— 
known as the Elgin Association. The proceed- 
ings of this Association are always of interest, 
as the men here gathered represent a large and 
constantly-growing interest, which employs 
millions of capital, and whose annual productions 
foot upinto the millions, The northern part 
of this State is so especially adapted to the 
successful prosecution of this peculiar industry, 


that ere many years it will, like many countics in 
the ceatra! portion of New York, be known as 
THE DAIRY COUNTRY OF THE WEST. ~ 

Elgin has become recognized amon 
and purchasers as the central point of the trade. 
It contains mannfactories of dairving utensils 
equal in extent to those of Utica ; maintains a But- 
ter and Cheese Board of Trade, and witbin a few 
miles are located scores of cheese-factories. 
Careful estimates make the number of cows upon 
dairy-farms within miles of this city to be 
over 30,900. It was eminently proper, therefore, 
that the Association should come here, and the 
various members receive a hearty welcome. 

THE ATTENDANCE 
was large, and composed of a class of men who 
are thoroughly posted in their chosen business, 
The factory-men turned out en masse. 

The time set for the Convention to meet was 
11 a. m., but, to accommodate those who would 
arrive upon the noon trains, an adjournment was 
effected till 1 p. m. 

At the appointed hour J. R. McClean, the 
President of the Association, called to order 
those present, and announced J Wilcox to 
give an address of welcome. The J in afew 
well-chosen sentences, gave a brief resume of the 
business in a financial view, a8 now carried on 
in and around Elgin.

THE ILLINOIS DAIRY INTEREST. 

The next subject was, *‘Past and Future of 
the Dairy Interests of Llinois.” The discussion 
was opened by the Hon. D. F. Barclay, Mayor of 
Elgin. -He stated that in early days grain waa 
only raised, as, for want of home consumers, 
and want of facilities to reach distant markets, 
the great natural adaptedness of this portion 
of the State for the prosecution of the dairy- 
business was not availabie. In a few years 
the farmers became satisfied that  graio- 
raising would rot pay, and some of the original 
land-owners sold out and went stili farther West. 
In 1854, the late P. H. Smith made the first ship- 
meat of milk to the City Hotel, in Chicago, 
The experiment of Mr. Smith proving a success, 
his neighbors engaged in the business as rapid- 
ly as their farms could be stocked and pr 
for the new work. In a few years the rich coun- 
try around Chicago furnished a surplus ef milk 
over the demand, aud again there was a prospect 
that farming would not pay. Ia 1862, Mr. J. H. 
Wanzer and otner gentlemen made up theirs 
minds that Illinois milk would make good cheese, 
The sttempt was made upon s small scale, 
and proved a success. n «@ short time 
more factories were started, until the sur- 
plus of milk was provided for. During 
these ‘ears. also, illinois manufacturcra were 
obliged to contend with the assumed fact that 
no cneese, unless brought from New York, * 
suitable for table use. Commission men 
Chicago at firet refused to handle the prodt 
Io a year or so they wouid buy it, and, putiia¢e 
on a label indicating a New York birth. sold it. 
Agains: this suicidal plan the Illinois dairymen 
made a united and determined revolt. The 
establishment ofa Board of Trade in Elgin, 
where ail Western products were sold, formed 
the cheese merchants of Chicago to reform _ 
habits, and now every factory-manin the Weat 
has a recognized brand by which bis reputation 
is maintained or lost, and Lilinois cheese 
rank in alithe markets of the world with the 
best. The district of land in which dairying can 
be made profitable is comparatively restricted, 
and as oe increases aud the taste for 
cheese becomes more gevera!, there would seem 
to be no needed limit to the production of the 
dairy in the form of butter and cheese. 

SUPPLY AND DEMAND.: 

The next question discussed was ‘‘ The eapply 
and demand of dairy products and their prospev- 
tive markets.” e discussion was opened bv 
D. G. Eldredge, of DuPage County. Dr. Tefft 
read a paper upon the same question, giving 
some interesting statistics. The discussion wag 
quite wide in latitude, 3

On the South Side of Pennsylvania avenue is 
a tow brick house, inscribed with its number 
perpendicularly painted,—1,234.—and a sign on 
which is “John Hancock.”

THE SAFE-BURCLARY CASE, 

‘WHY BECK’S RESOLUTION WAS DEFEATED. 
Gen. Boynton’e Wasehinoton Letter (26th) to Cincinnati 
Gazette. 

For two weeks in succession a resolution or- 
dering an investigation in regard to the conduct 
of certain United States officers, in the matter of 
the trial of the safe-conspirators, has been pre- 
sented to the House of Representatives, and de- 
feated by Republican votes. 

There has been wide comment upon this fact; 


resolution have not been given in connected 
form. 

It is just to many on the Republican side to 
say that they opposed the investigation, first, be- 
cause it was presented from the Democratic side, 
and, second, because they were ignorant of the 
shameful facts in the case. 

As the resolution is to be brought forward 
again on the first Monday after the reassembling 
of Congress, a statement of the grave charges 
made in connection with the matter will con- 
tribute to a correct understanding of a case 
which must ultimately be looked squarely in the 
face, even by the biindest partisans. The 
charges are, in a word, that from the moment aa 
attempt was made to indict the safe-burg'iars

MEET FOR THE GALLOWS. 
THE CRIME. 
Special Dispatch to ‘he Chicago Tribune, 

Ortrawa, Putnam Co., O., Dec. 30.—John 
Goodman was to-day hanged in the jail yard at 
thie place for a double murder of a particularly 
heinous character, committed on Hog Creek, 
within a few miles of Columbus Grove, in the 
southeastern part of this couaty. 

There, on their farm, without children or 
servants, lived John Haywood and his wife, an 
old couple in comfortable circumstances. Their 
retired manner of life, and the fact that Mr. 
Haywood was of an economical, even penurious, 
disposition, naturally tended to provoke com- 
ment among the neighbors, and to create the 
impression that they were much richer than they 
really were, and had heaps of money in the 
house. During some such discussion last winter, 
a young man named John Goodman, brother- 
in-law of the wite of Mr. Funk, the Haywoods’ 
nearest neighbor, remarked that *‘ Some day the 
old people would be killed for their money, and 
served right, too.” The words were at the time 
considered idle, but subsequent events invested 
them with significance. 

On the 7th of April last, Goodman, after vain- 
ly attempting to procure a revolver, 

BORROWED A GUN 

of a man at Columbus Grove, saying he was go- 
ing out squirrel-shooting. This story he re- 
peated at another store, where be purchased 
some powder and “ran” some leaden bullets. 
‘Thus armed he proceeded to the Haywood place. 
Several persons saw him along the road; the 
last within a mile of the farm. The next person 
who saw him, about an hour subsequently, was 
Mrs. Funk. While workipg in the house she 
heard a gun fired in the direction of Haywood’s, 
though at a greater distance than the 
house, which was abont 400 feet away. 
Going ous to the yard she listened 
intently, and, after a considerable interval of 
silence, heard—or fancied she heard—from the 
same quartera low moaning as of a person in 
pain. She clambered upon a stump ip the door- 
yard, and looked towards ber neighbor's house, 
but eaw nothing, and returned to ber domestic 
labors. 

Shortly after Goodman entered the house. 
Noticing his agitation, she said, naturally, 
‘** What have you been doing?” ‘I have done 
~ he replied. ‘* What?” she further que- 
ried. 

‘ KILLED THE HAYWwoops,” 
he said, and went on to confess his guilt. He 
had, he said, gone to the house and induced Mr. 
Haywood to accompany bim to the bush, and 
help him to kill a squirrel he bad treed. The old 
man went with bim unsuspectingly, and, watching 
his opportunity, Goodman shot him in 
the head, kiliugg him almost ivetanily. 
Taking a ife/from the pocket of the 
dead mgn, bad then started back 
towardsAhe house. Mrs. Haywood had heard the 
shot anf gone to the door, thinking something 
was wyoug. Her suspicions were confirmed when 
she saw Goodman hastening towarde her, alone 
andlarmed, and sbe started to run towards Mr. 
Funk's house. The murderer, howéver, inter- 
ceptdd her flight, and 
CUT HER THROAT. 

While killing her, he saw Mrs. Funk standing 
on the ump and looking invently towards him. 
(tie believed she bad seen him? hence he spoke 
so readily of the crime.) Afver hurriedly ran- 
sacking the house and obtaining nothing of value 
save Mr. ilaywood’s watch (in his haste he 
overlooked a large bag of specie), he went to his 
sister-in-law's residence, told the story of his 
crime, and, after threatening ber with death in 
case she mentioned the matter, returned to Hay- 
wood's to dispose of the bodies. These he dragged 


to Sugar Creek and hid under the drift-weed+4-easi'y. 


on the bavk, placing @ heavy log on the body of 
the husband, and a bowlder on that of tho wife, 
to keep them down, This done, he returned to 
Columbus Grove, 
Mrs. Funk lost no time in summoning assist- 
ance, and 
THE MURDERER WAS ARRESTED 
nextday. On the 8th the two bodies were 
found, and, after an inquest and examination 
bad been beld in due course, Goodman was com- 
mitted to the jail at this town onthe charge of 
wilful murder. Towards the end of July be and 
four other prisoners escaped by knocking down 
the Sheriff and beating him badly, but that 
official pursued and recaptured them. 
THE TRIAL, 
the prisoner being-indicted on the charge of kill- 
ing John Haywood, came off before Judge Mac- 
Kenzie, commencing Sept. 7. The murder nad 
created 80 great and wide an  im- 
pression that some diiliculty was experi- 
enced in impaneling a jury, but, on the 
12th, after rejecting 140 jurors, the case began, 
For the State appeared the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, the Hon. 8. Sutton, and Mr. Isaiah Pilars. 
The prisoner was defended by the Hon. J. J. 
Moore and the Hon. David J. Browne. The evi- 
dence for the prosecution, though circumstantial, 
with the exception of Goodman's admission to 
Mrs. Funk, was full anddirect. The defenge at- 
tempted to reduce the crime to one of murder in 
the second degree, but the theft of the watch 
was considered by the jury sufiicient proof of 
the existence of a motive and deliberation, and, 
though a considerable amount of evidence as to 
the prisoner’s previous good character was ad- 
duced, a verdictof guilty of 
MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE 
was returned aftera brief absence, Sept 16. On 
the 18th Judge MacKenzie sentenced him to 
death on the 30th of December, barely ailowing 
him the 100 days that the law provides shail 
elapse between the imposition and execution of 
the death sentence. The counsel for the pris- 
oner found no errors in the record to justify an 
appeal, and more than a month since Gov, Allen 
refused to interfere. 
HIS BEHAVIOR IN JAIL. 

Throughout his imprisonment Goodman mani- 
fested an utter and callous upconcern, neither 
expressing coptition for his crime nor mani- 
festing apprehension as to its punishment. 
From the first he seemed to be aware that he 
would be hanged, and so set himself to talk and 
laugh lightly while be lived, 

THE EXECUTION. 

The execution of Goodman took place to-day 
at seven minutes past 12 o'clock. The execution 
passed off quietly. Five thousand people were 
in the city to witness the execution, but only 
about sixty persons were admitted into the in- 
closure. A military company guarded the in- 
closure, and kept the crowd away. Great ex- 
citement existed, yet everything was orderly. 
At 12:05 Goodman, his spiritual adviser, and the 
sheriff, entered the inclosure and ascended the 
scaffold, Goodman walking with a firm step. 
rayer wag offered by the Tey. L. P. Jounson. 
The Sheriff then read the death-warrant, aod at 
its conclusion asked Goodman 

Iv HE HAD ANYTHING FURTHER TO SAY 
why the sentence of the. Court should not be 
executed. Goodman replied :/ 

Gentiemen, I have but a few words to say. Ali has 
been justly done. IZgam guilty of the crime, and 
deserve to be punished, [ hope to meet you all in a 
better world, Farewell! Farewell! 

The rope was then adjusted around his neck, 
bis bands and feet tied, and the black cap drawn 
over his eyes. ‘The Sheriff then descended from 
the scaffold and ' 

SPRUNG THE TBAP, 
and Goodman fell with a chug. He scarcely 
moved a muecie, there 
whatever. In fourteen minutes pulse ceased 
to beat aud the physicians pronounced him dead. 
Lhe rope was then cut and the body taken down 
aud placed in a coffin, aud the remains taken t» 
the jail-yard. ‘Ihe mulitary formed a line, and 
the immense concourse of people passed throug 
and gazed upon the remains. The body o 
Goodman was then escorted out of the town to 
his father's by a guard from the muiliiary. Three 
Wuluen Wituessed the execution.

An examination of 
the body was suggested, but he protested against 
it. On Tuesday, the day of the funeral, the un- 
dertaxer was just throwing the last sods above 
her coffin when the selectmen intertered and 
ordered an examination. The jury were at work 
all through the next dav, Major knowing noth- 
ing about the post-mortem. and‘no natural cause 
of death was discovered. The stomach was sent 
to Boston, but Major was not arrested till 
Christmas Day, though the evidence against him 
wasabundant. He has been taken to Nashua, 
and meanwhile there is great excitement at Mil- 
ford and in surrounding towns, for the people 
generally believe Major to be guilty. He is bat

MURDERED AT A DANCE.

Immedi- 
ately after they returned another row and fight 
commenced, and Westfall cot rather the worst 
of it, when be broke forthe door, drawing his 
pistol and saying be was going to shoot some- 
‘body. A large crowd followed him out.of doors. 
Immediately Geerhart’s voice was heard saving, 
‘Help me take away his pistoi!” Geerbart, 
who was the most peaceable of men, we!! edu- 
cated, and every whit a gentleman, undertook 
to take the pistol away from Westiall, the object 
being, vo doubt, to simply prevent others from 
getting hurt, Westfall broke away from him, 
and, turning on him, fired, the ball passing into 
his lungs, causing almost instant death.

Elis Speech on *Change at Cincinnati. 
From the Cincinnati Times, Dec. 29. 

After the close of business on ’Cha ge, at 1 
o'clock, President Holloway presented the Hon. 
B. H. Bristow, Secretary of the Treasury, t. th 
Chamber of Commerce. At first the gentleman 
declined any public presentation or speech-mak- 
ing, but vas finally prev=iled upon to make afew 
remarks. He said: 


GENTLEMEN: This is to mea very unexpected, as 
it 18 a real pleasure. Passing through your city on my 
return to Washington from home, where I have been 
spending a few d.eys on private be ess, I feel myself 
unavoidably detained fora few boursin your midst, 
That detention gives me the great pleasure I now have 
in meeting sc many of the solid merchants of this 
solid Western city. Iam giad of the opportunity of 
seeing your bright faces, so full of hope for the future, 
It inspires me with the belief that al) the croaking that 
bas been done in -eference to our financial future—in 
reference to the disaster that awails us—is without any 
good and sufficient reason. When I see the merchants 
and manufacturers of Cincinnati with their shoulders 
to the wheel, determined to carry on their business 
and return to the solid basis un which all prosperity 
must exist, 1 am constrained to believe that they are 
on the rigut road to financial prosperity and success, 

We have passed through financial disasters greater 
in extent than almost any otber people have ever suf- 
fered, and yet survived. But the tremendous energies 
and recuperative powers of our people have been equal 
toaliemergencies. We have not only survived, but 
we intend to build up our future prosperity on a basis 
more enduring than ever. We have gone down almost 
to hard pan, but we mean tocome out without joss, 
and to build up on a basis that cannot be shaken. I 
believe with you, tbat there ig no other real prosperity 
than that which looks to rebuilding on a foundation 
that caunot be broken. At all events, if any financial 
disasters do come upon us, it shall not be on account 
of any fault of ours, 

As | look at the financial question, ft can only be 
eatisfactorily solved by carrying out in good faith the 
obiigations of the nation, according to the import of 
the promises when they were made, After all that has 
been said and writien on the great subject of our 
finances, there is but one simple, axiomatic truth that 
must never be forgotten, and that is, that honesty must 
eyer be the best policy. There can be no policy that 
has not the principle of honesty underlying it that is 
worthy of a MOment’s consideration by # commercial 
community. 

Our promires were made smidst dire necessity; our 
faiib was pledged in the midst of a struggle threaten- 
ing Our Very national existence, Let us not forget the 
honor that requires us to redeem those promises at 
the earliest practicable day. The time has come when 
we must begin to do something, instead of talk in 
mere glitteriug. generalities,

DEATH OF PROF. VON TISCHENDORF.

The University of Ley sic has been deprived, 
by death, of one of ita celebrities. The cele- 
brated explorer of the different codices 
or yersions of the Bibie, Constantine Von 
Tischendorf, Professor of Theology and Biblical 
Paleography, departed this life yesterday, the 
7th inst. (he was born Jan. 18, 1815), having 
been for some time already disabled by repeated 
apoplectic strokes to attend to his mental labors, 
and thus biighted every hope of restoration. 
Having been prepared at the Leipsic University 
pending the years 1334 to 1838, and calied to fill 
the position of docent there in 1840, he discovered 
his true calling, however, when, by means of a main- 
tenance granted him by the Saxon Government, 
he succeeded to journey to Paris, then through 
England, Tolland, Switzerland, pay. even as far 
as Egypt, the convents of the Nitric Desert, 
Mount Sinai, Palestine, ete., ete., in order to 
search out ancient and yet unknown and unex- 
plored manu&cripts of the Bible. His labors and 
very considerable exertions were rewarded by a 
large number of the most valuable discoveries. 
He undertook other travels to farther explore, 
two of which were devoted to the Orient, during 
the years from 1849 to 1859, one of which was 
atthe expense of the Imperial Russian Gov- 
ernment. In this last tour he discoyered the 
celebrated Codex Sinaificus, the most ancient 
Greek text of the Bible. it was published on 
the Millenial Jubilacum (1862) of the Russian 
Empire, in four folio *olumes, at the expense of 
Emperor Alexander II. and the learned finder 
aud explore® himself overwhelmed with the 
rarest of distinctions. When more recently so- 
journing in England, in 1865, he was made the 
recipient of similar extraordinary honors, when 
the Universities of Cambridge and Oxford, in 
conformity with theiteuetom, in solemn session, 
created him ‘‘ Doctor ef Law” and ‘* Doctor of 
Civil Law.” Besides, distinctions of various 
kinds, in the form of orders and titles, were con- 
ferred upon him.

The 
deceased left his work on the day of his death, 
and proceeded to Van Slyck & Miner's drug 
store, where he asked for two ounces of laud- 
anum for the baby. Mr. Miner refused, saying 
it was not safe to administer toababy. Then 
Weatberwax proceeded to W. H. Hammersley’s 
drug stcre, and, by some pretense or other, se- 
cured the deadly drug. Going out, he met War- 
ren Beck at the entrance, and toid him bis in- 
tention to commit suicide, and Beck playfully 
tried to get the stuff from him, but did not suc- 
ceed, thinking he was joking. Beck and Weath- 
erwax then proceeded together to the store of 
the latter's father, and the unhappy young man 
suddenly placed the bottle to his lps, and 
drained it. Medical aid wae obtained, and emet- 
ica and astomach-pump used, bu. within fifty 
minutes he was a corpse. He leaves a wife and 
babe.

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

The assembly of the [Illinois State Teachers’ 
Association, which organized on Tuesday after- 
noon in the First Methodist Church, continued 
its sessions yesterday. 

As prescribed by the programme, the High 
School Section assembled in the lecture-room of 


the church. . At 9 a. m. @ paper was read by Prof. 


H. M. Whitney, of Beloit Coilege, entitled ‘‘ Re- 
lation of High Schools to Colleges.” At 10:30 a, 
m. there was a discussion on the subject, ** Are 
We Not Sacrificing the English Language to 
Mathematics and the Sciences?” The discus- 
sion was opened by Messrs. E. Delano and 8. H 
Peabody, of Chicago. é' 


Primary Section, Chairman P. N. Haskell,’ 


Hyde Park, assembledjin the church at 9 a, m. 
J. F. Everett, Rock Island, read a paper on 
* tialf~-Day Sessions.” At 10:30 a. m. 
A GENERAL DISCUSSION 

took place on the question, ‘‘ Does Any Series of 
Readers Furnish Us with Sufficient Reading- 
Matter for Our Primary Grades?” Messrs. 
Hall, Wentworth, and Kirk took part in the dis- 
cussion. The papers were thoroughly practical 
in their nature, althongh at times there was ap- 
parent a greater desire to present a well-written 
paper than to make suggestions ag to the pres- 
eut needa in the school-system. 

The attendance was the largest assembled at 
any meeting of the teachers held thus far. The 
sections adjourned at noon. 

THE GENERAL ASSOCIATION 
met again at 2:30 p. m. in the church. Mr. Hull 
presided. The musical composition, ‘ Incline 
thine ear,” was sung as solo and chorus 
by pupils of the Chicago High School, 
under the leadership of Mr. O. Blackman, 
The singing was, as it deserved to be, loudly 
applauded. At 2:50 p.m. Martha A. Fleming, of 


Hyde Park, read a paper entitled, ‘‘ Shall We 
Teach Our Pupils to Take Care of Themselves ?” 
The paper was listened towith great interest, 
aud gave proof of careful preparation, notwith- 
standing a misquotation of the well-known 
lines‘ A little learuing’s a dapgerous thing,” 
etc 

Mr. John McWade and Miss Rella Lane eang 
the charming duet, ‘: Life’s Dream is O’e 
Mr. McWade already enjoys some reputation pa 
a soloist, and his rendering yesterday consider- 
ably added to the opinion of his vocal ability en- 
tertained by those present. Not less succeseful 
was Mies Lane, who possesses a rich, melodious 
voice, flexible, and with ample volume. Miss 
Lane sang the solo in the chorus-piece, ** Daugh- 
ter of Error.” 

Dr. J. M. Gregory, of the Dlinois Lodustrial 
University, read a paper on 

‘‘ THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF PRUSSIA.” 

He said : 

l obey our Executive Committee rather than my 
own inclinations in presenting this subject, I shall 
not pretend tospeak from my own observations, as 
they were too limited, Indeed, I am of the opinion 
that few travelers see enough of the schools of any 
country to speak of them as aciass. There are good 
schools and poor schools under every system and in 
every land where public schools exist, How just and 
true would be the estimate of the public schools of 
Iilinois formed by a foreigner who might chance to 
visit the wellappointed, thoroughly-ciassified, and 
weil-instructed schools of this city ? Or, even should 
he add to has researches, by a brief visit to Blooming- 
ton, Springfield, Quincy, or one or two more of our 
large towns, how valuable would be his estimate? If 
such were a fair sample of the Lilinois schocl-system, 
it might well challenge comparison with any other in 
the world. 

You will perhaps infer from what I have said that 
you are not to be induiged with another eulogy on the 
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excel- 
lencies as any of my illustrious  Seelleosstore have 
done, The reports of Horace Mann, of Bache, ef Dr. 
Stowe, of Prof. Stephens, and of Victor Cousin of 
France, and of others more recent, have multiplied 
testimony, which, taken with due allowance for the 
limitation of their observation tothe great cities, may 
be regarded as showing the best features of the system 
in its most advanced development. Almost all com- 
parison of the actual work and results of the schools of 
Prussia and of our own land will do injustice to the 
one or the other, The social, industrial, and political 
circumstances of the two peoples are so different that 
what is praiseworthy in plan or workin the one case 
must ofien te infittedto the other. But there are 
certain great fundamental facts of our common nature 
which remain uachanged by accidents of nationality 
and clime, and eo there are also certain leading fea- 
tures of educational philosophy which will demand 
recognition in all true systems of education. It wiil 
always be instructive and interestang to notice how 
these common facts and principles are provided for 
and met in any system. 
THE GERMANS 
may make for themseives the proud cisim to having 
been the first of modern peoples to p-ovide a thorough 
system of public instruction under the direct care and 
control of the civil Government. And Prussia, one of 
the first of the German States to establish public 
schools, has won a reputation for the excellency of ber 
school-system second tonope, In 1540, while the Ref- 
ormation was yet in ite infancy, the Elector of Bran- 
denburg, the ancient Prussia, under the advice of Lu- 
ther and melancthon, took steps to organize a system 
of public instruction, In 1660 Prussia made it com- 
pulsory on parents to send their children to school, 
This had been adopted previously by some other Ger- 
man States, The terrible wars which wasted German 
life and wealth distracted but did not destroy the zeal 
for public education, Several eminent teachers and 
educational philosophers arose who labored to devise 
new and better methods, Such were Zotzendorf and 
Sturm, in the sixteenth century; Cominius, the fore- 
runner of Pestalozzi, born 1592; Spence, born in 1635: 
and Franki, born in 1663, ln 17345 the first regular nor- 
mal school, or seminary for teachers, was established 
in Stettin. Prussia was thug early to see that to make 
a school-system efiective there must be thor- 
oughly-trained teachers, Let us remember that 
this was forty years before the 
our Revolutionary War, Frederick the Great, to whose 
military genius Prussia owes much of the grandeur to 
which she has attained, also gave anew impulse to 
her educational progress. He rendered still more 
stringent and effective the provisions to compel the 
attendance of the children, and multiplied the normal 
or teachers’ seminaries, 
{; But the grandest era in the history of the school- 
system of Prussia began in that dark hour when, in 
1809, Prussia lay crushed under the heel of the First 
Napoleon, A Frencharmy of 200,000 men had been 
quartered upon her inbabitanpte till beggary and 
starvation stared them in the face. Napoleon, after 
robbing her schools and churches of all their funds 
by a most pitiless spoliation, had just demanded fur- 
ther from the poor, discouraged monarch; as the con- 
dition of peace, 120,000,000 francs. Prussia was 
crushed, bumbled, and seemingly ruined, But the 
bour of her degradation was made the birth-hour of 
her coming greatness. The army was remodeled, and 
every citizen became a soldier. The feudal ter res 
of land were abolished, freedom of trade was esiab- 
lished, but, above alland most im’ ctant of all, even 
in the estimation of the patnotic .vesmen who then 
planned and wrought for Prussian greatness, was the 
wise and resolute effort made to promote public edu- 
cation. 
PESTALOZZI 

was teaching in Switzerland, and awakening the aiten- 
tion of Europe by the novel methods of Instruction 
and the new principles of education he had intro- 
duced. Young Zeller, of Wurtemberg, one of his pu- 
pile, was invited to Prussia, and a uamber of promis- 
md young men were sent to Pestalozzi to learn bis 

ethods and to introduce them into Prussia.. To 
sieve young men the Prussian Minister of Public In- 
struction wrote: * Liberation from extraordinary ca- 
lamities is fruitless unless there is also effected a thor- 
ough improvement of the people’s education.” Zeller, 
whose zeal had led him to gather the teachers together 
in barns,for lack of better accommodations, for in- 
struction, opened the Normal School at Koenigsberg 
in 1809, and the same year the University of Berlir 
was opened, a royal palace being given it as a home. 
Other Normal Schools followed in rapid succession, 
till, in 1848, Prussia had 46 public teachers’ seminéries, 
With a population of 16,000,000 at that time, and a ter- 
ritory about four times the State of Lilinois, Prussia

I confess that this exuibilion of national growth and 

national power is 
THE GRANDEST EVIDENCE YET GIVEN, 

to my mind, of the real excellency of the Prussian pub- 
lic-echool system, I have seen so many things to make 
me doubt that exceliency, so many to make me believe 
its boasted virtues existed only in the minds of too 

artial and too ignorant observers, to make me disbe- 
ens even in the much-bepraised greatness and scholar- 
ship of the great German universities, that it took all 
the victories of the Franco-Prussian war to restore in 
any Way my faith, And there are those who will still 
doubt and disbelieve, claiming that it was Moltke and 
the needle-gun that beat the French. But French 
statesmen themselves say that it was the Prussian 
schools, and they have been urging France to the same 
processes of public education as the only true means 
of restoring what they fondly term French leadership 
in the great family of nations. 

Dr. Gregory closed his paper by 

REFERRING TO THE DIFFERENCES 
between the public-school systems of Prussia 
and America to-day. First, he spoke of the com- 
pulsory law ; second, that the teachers were dif- 
ferently trained. There their training in the 
principles and methods of teaching was more 

‘thorough than the training here. They were 
more thoroughly furnished with the subject- 
matter there than bere, and the consequence is 
that they do not require to use text-books for 
their guidance when they appear before their 
classes. On the whole he declared that while he 
recognized mavy features of excellence in the 
Prussian system yet he would not say it was ap- 
plicable to America, the American system being 
more in accord with the Republican principles of 
the nation. ;

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WISCONSIN SCHOOLS. 
INTERESTING PAPERS READ SEFORE THE TEACHERS’ 
STATE ASSOCIATION. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Maprson, Wis., Dec. 30.—In the State Teach- 
ers’ Association, President Bascom, of the State 
University, delivered an address on ‘‘ What Not 
to Learn and What to Learn,” which embraced 
very valuable suggestions; sharply criticising 
the waste of time in learning things not worth 
knowing and the excessive tendency to analysis ; 
learning things we are sure to forget, and things 
more easily acquired later. The generic method 
of learning things was advocated. 

A report, devotedto giitiering generalities, not 
directly bearing on the subject, was make by 
Prof. Avery, of Whitewater Normal School, 
claiming that the State was bound to furnish 
higher education free. Prof. North, of Wau- 
kesha, made areport maintaining that the obli- 
gation of the State to provide free tuition was 
hmited to common education, such as all needed. 
The Association shelved both reports. 

Superintendent B. M, Reynolds, of LaCrosse, 
discussed problems in management of g! aded 
schools, and enumerated their needs, including 
the construction of school-houses better adapted 
to grade, @ uaiform plan of work for such 
sébools, and canvasses so arranged as to benefit 
the largest number, in view of the fact that few 
completed the course. 

Superintendent Hendrickson, of the Waukesha 
Industrial School, read a paper on “The 
agency of public schools in preventing 
crime.” Prof. R, Cornwall, of Albion Acad- 
emy, read a paper on “ Intermediate Schools,” 
advocating the founding and support of acad- 
emies of the New England style with some aid 
from the State. This was opposed by President 
Bascom and others, on the ground that such

Gov. BrVERIDGE called an election for 
Saturday, Jan. 2% to fill the vacancy im 
Congress caused by the death of Joun B. 
Rice. We believe he has acted unadvisedly. 
Mr. Ricr’s successor will not serve more than 
six weeks. In that time he can scarcely get 
the run of legislation already matured by the 
Honse, even if he should happen to be fa- 
miliar with its usages, and the intgoduction 
of any new bills by him, so near the end of 
the session, would be idle. If the new mem- 
ber is a Republican, he will add one to a ma- 
jority already too large; if he is a Democrat, 
he will be one of a hopeless and weak 
minority. These reasons alone ought to have 
decided the Governor against calling the 
election. There is one reason still weightier, 
which ought to have prevailed with him 
when all others failed. That is, of course, 
the expense of the election. The Counties 
of Cook and DuPage will be assessed some- 
thing like $6,000 to defray the election ex- 
penses ; and the National Government will 
have to pay the new member about $1,200 
for his month’s service. Thus the country 
will have the privilege of contributing about 
#7,200 for the privilege of sending—say

Washington. 


Another discovery of great importance was 
made in the Pacific Mail investigation yester- 
day. It was shown that the $275,000, 
which was paid to the mysterious stranger 
who accompanied the Hon. ‘* Birt” Kine in 
his visit to the American Exchange Bank, 
passed into the hands of J. G. ScnHumakKeER, 
member of Congress from the Second District 
of New York. This money was part 
of Inwrn’s corruption fund. It had been 
traced, before yesterday, to the Brooklyn 
Trust Company, and yesterday the accountant 
of that Company testified that the only 
record of so large an amount on his books for 
the 30th of May was in the way of three 
drafts for $500,000 ench, and a balance of 
$125,000 to the credit of Scuumaxker. These 
credits make up the missing $275,000. Scav- 
MAKER is & Democratic member of the pres- 
ent Congress, and is re-elected to the Forty- 
fourth Congress. Thus a part of the corrup- 
tion fund is traced to a legislator, but not, as 
the promoters of this investigation believed 
would be the case, to a member of the 
Republican party. The Committee will, of 
course, press on, and seareh out the bribe- 
takers, whoevcr may be hurt by their convic- 
tion and punishment. It will doubtless ap- 
pear, before the investigation is ended, that 
neither ScHUMAKER’s services or Krna’s were 
valued at anything like the amounts of 
money they received, and that they were 
merely disbursing agents appointed by Inwrx- 


8T. LOUIS AND SUBSIDIES. 

The St. Louis papers, Democratic and Re- 
publican, all favor the vote by Congress of a 
bond and interest subsidy to Tom Scort, to 
build a railway through Texas, New M xico, 
and Arizona to San Diego, in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and thence up the Pacific Coast to 
San Francisco. The subsidy demanded is, 
that Congress shall guarantee the payment 
of the interest, in gold, for forty years, upon 
about $150,000,000 of Tom Scorr’s bonds. 
This enormous robbery, entailing a cash out- 
lay of several hundred millions of dollars, is 
of course but a part of the more general sys- 
tem which includes a like subsidy to the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, and to 
other equally speculating swindles. The St. 
Louis papers profess a willingness to vote 
any number of hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of subsidy to any gang of desperate ad- 
venturers who may ask for it, provided Con- 
gress will give this subsidy to Tom Scort’s 
railway,—the apology for this strange lib- 
erality being that, in some mysterious man- 
ner, the completion of that railway, it is sup- 
posed, will benefit St. Louis. 

The 'itepublican and Globgare vehement in 
their denunciation of Taz Caicaco Trrsunz for 
opposing these subsidies, and charge that we 
stood by without a protest when Congress, a 
dozen years ago, subsidized tlle Union Pa- 
cific Railway, which they allege was built by 
Congress direct from Chicago to the Pacific 
Coast. This is very ridiculous. When the War 
had established the imperative necessity for 
an overland communication between the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Coasts, Congress, by the unani- | 
mous consent of the whole country, ¥etec c | 
land and bond subsidy for such a railway. Con- 
gress at the same time left the question of 
the eastern terminus an open one. That 
terminus was fixed at Omaha, on the Missouri 
River, and then Congress subsidized another 
road from Kansas City, Mo.—650 miles—to 
Denver. By this arrangement the eastern 
terminus of the Union Pacific was located on 
the Missouri River, with direct and establish- 
ed water communication with St. Louis; 
the Kansas Pacific at the same time was put 
in direct rail communication with St. Louis. 
St. Louis, therefore, so far as the action of Con- 


was the beneficiary, and, had it not been for 
the energy of the people of Chicago, and the 
irresistible laws of trade, would have been 
the substantial eastern terminus of the main 
road and also of the Denver route. But 
before St. Louis had the opportunity thus to 
grasp the trade and travel with the Pacific 
Coast over both routes, Chicago had pushed 
forward 500 miles to Omaha, and has now no 
less than four several railroad routes con- 
necting therewith. In like manner it has 
pushed forward its roads to Kansas City, 
where, meeting the road from Denver, it thus 
intercepts the whole trade with the Pacific 
Sates, which otherwise would have, under 
the legislation of Congress, gone to S8t. 
Louis. Whatever benefits Chicago has derived 
from the legislation of Congress subsidizing 
the railroads to the Pacific is due not to any 
intention on the part of Congress, but to the 
business energy and enterprise of our people, 
to the great confidence that capital has in any 
enterprise relating to Chicago, and to the 
desire of the people of the Pacific Coast, the 
Territories, and Western Missouri, and. 
Kansas, to be in direct communication with 
this city. We have plucked from St. Louis 
most of the commerce which the legislation 
of Congress would have placed in her lap. 
Chicago, while it did not oppose the con- 
struction of the first railroad to the Pacific by 
Government aid in time of war, when such 
road was a national necessity, did not then 
orsince advocate the swindling and frauds, 
the Credit Mobiliers and other robberies con- 
nected with the building of the Union and 
Central Pacific Railroads; we never advo- 
cated the surrender of the first mortgage 


for a second mortgage, nor the various other 


changes which have imyiaired if not destroyed 
the security of the Government. The neces- 
sity of some road was civident. The Indians 
and the Mormons, both hostile, stood between 
the people ~f the States om the twocoasts. The 
only means of commutiication was by a cir- 
cuitous sea-route subject to the hazards of 
war. 

The railroad itself is 1.0t a northern but a 
central route. St. Louis is by the Kansas 
branch nearer to San I*rancisco than is Chi- 
cago. The general route of the road is on 
the latitude of St. Louis, and if, despite these 
advantages of St. Louis, the trade of the 
country traversed by it seeks Chicago, that is 
a p:cference of trade, mand not one intended 
or designed in the location of the road. 

If the Southern Pacific route; which St. 
Louis wants subsidized at the cost of several 
hundred millions of dollars from the general 
public, is so full of promise, why is it that St. 
Louis and the capitalists of the country do 
not invest in it, and, by completing it, reap 
the magnificent harvest which it is claimed it 
will yield? When did private capital ever 
refuse to invest in what was certain to yield 
cent per cent ? 

In his argument before the Committee of 
Congress, Mr. Scott urged the granting of 
this subsidy as a positive necessity, no pri- 
vate capital being willing to embark in it, 
notwithstanding that he gives assurance that 
its completion will place an immense produc- 
tive (?) region in direct communication with 
Chicago. His argument isf that the trade 
with Southern California, New Mexico, Texas, 
Arizona, and the Mexican States on the Pa- 
cific will flow eastwardly to Vicksburg and 
New Orleans, and northwardly to St. Louis 
and Chicago. To make good this grand 
scheme he gives as the mileage covered by 
his subsidy bill as follows:

This is to San Diego omly. The bill also 
provides for a road from Man Diego to San 
Francisco, a distance of more than 400 miles, 
making an aggregate of 3,080 miles. The 
Government is asked to guarantee the inter- 
est on the bonds of the Railroad Company at 
$50,000 a mile for forty years at 5 per cent 
per annum. 

This proposition, reduced to figures, gives 
these results: 3,080 miles, at > $50,000, 
equals $154,000,000 principal of the bonds. 
The interest on this sum, at 5 per cent per 
annum, is $7,700,000 per annum, which for 
forty years amounts to $308, 000,000. 

At the end of forty years the United States 
will have paid out in gold for interes: $308,- 
000,000, or nearly $100,000 a mile of the 
road. It will then have a first mortgage to 
secure the payment of this interest and the 
$154,000,000 principal of the bonds. As no 
rational person would take the road at a quar- 
ter of its then mortgaged cost, $462,- 
000,000, the Government will be obliged 
to take it. As a financial experiment, 
the job is a most iniquitous one. Better for 
the Government to give $100,000,000 cash di- 
rect than to bind itself up in this never-ending 
expenditure, from which extrication hereafter 
is utterly hopeless. As a matter of economy, 
it would be cheaper for Congiress to subsidize 
the City of St. Louis to the «xtent, say, of 
a hundred millions of dollars, and be done 
with it, than t embark in this partnership 
with Tom Scort in the manufacture and sale 
of bonds, of which the Goverument is to pay 
the interest and hold the road as security for 
the principal. 

This is the grand scheme of robbery and 
spoliation which the press of St. Louis is 
urging upon Congress. A tnore villainous 
and gigantic fraud was never proposed in 
Congress, nor supported from any motive by 
any newspaper claiming to bi ordinarily re- 
spectable and honest. 


INDIRECT TAXATION. 

The good the tariff does to the favored few 
is concentrated and felt. The evil it does to 
the mulcted many is felt, but 1:.0t appreciated. 
A man who suffers from the duty does so 
without, in many cases, knovring why. He 
buys a suit of domestic-made slothes for $65 
and grumbles at the tailor for the price when 
he should inveigh against the tariff. If his 
bill were made out in this way :

he would at once appreciate the tax he was 
paying. He would begin to doubt the 
wisdom of allowing one of his fellow-citi- 
zens, because the latter mannfactured cloth, 
to collect $25 extra of him whenever he 
bought coat, vest, and pantalcons. If all his 
tailor ang ggore bills were mate out in this 
waz. ke 3.guld speedily become the vocifer- 
ous oppesent of what is called ‘ Protec- 
tion.” But because the tax is collected in- 
directly and semi-secretly from the many, 
while it streams steadily into the pockets of 
the few, the zeal shown in defending ‘‘ Pro- 
tection” is ten-fold that displayed in attack- 
ing it. If the conditions were reversed, the 
practice of putting a premium on scarcity 
would cease. As it is, a touching 
confidence that truth is sure to pre- 
vail without any outside oid is shown, 
while error has many backers. Pennsylvania 
capital supports a number of so-called work- 
ingman papers, in and out of that State. 
These sheets preach ‘‘ Protection” and irre- 
deemable shinplasters, twin-relics of igno- 
rance, untiringly. In editorials, in extracts, 
in machine-made verse and story, they ham- 
mer prejudice into thé heads of voters. One 
of them prints a pathetic tale, purporting to 
be told by a ship-carpenter. He comes tothe 
yard and finds it closed. The foreman says 
that the tariff has been lowered, and that 
work has therefore ceased. The carpenter 
starves slowly through several columns. At 
the last moment, when wife and children are 
drinking tea made out of shavings and hot 
water, while the husband and father turns 
away to hide his tears, the foreman runs in, 
crying: ‘*Haven’t you heard the news? The 
tariff has been raised. Come to work, and 
you'll get $4 a day, and 50 cents more when- 
ever the tariff is put a peg higher.” The 
story closes with a grand tableau of the happy 
family repeating in unison some pathetic 
fallacy to the effect that high tariffs make 
high wages. The verse of the Proteotionist 
muse is in this style : 


Protection gives us work, 
It makes our wages high ; 
‘ Free Trade, it means grim want, 
Low wages, misery, 


Such twaddle, put before uneducated minds, 
tells. In such ways, subsidids for special 
classes are preached with untiring energy to 
thousands of journeymen who hear little or 
nothing of the otherside. It is not surpris- 
ing, then, that they, who suffer more, per- 
haps, than any other class from the taxation 
effects of a high tariff, are its earnest sup- 
porters. 

In England, organized energy carried free- 
dom of production, just as it here defeats it. 
The Free-Trade League covered the surface 
of Great Britain with tracts, and put a lec. 


turer into every town. The work was long 
and at firstapparently hopeless. The London 
Times thundered against the theory. Sud- 
denly, it took up the cudgels in its defense 
and the day was won. Toil was finally un- 
fettered, unhandicapped, and triumphant. 
British trade was freed from its fetters. En- 
glish prosperity has scarcely been checked for 
an instant since, and the nation now rolls in 
wealth, and thousands of Engfish artisans 
who come to America to enjoy ‘‘ Protection,” 
after trying it foratime are returning home 
sick and disgusted therewith. 


FRAUDS ON THE COUNTY. 

An exposure of fraud in the system of fur- 
nishing county supplies, which has been for 
a long time promised by certain members of 
the County Board, was made yesterday. The 
Special Committee appointed at the first 
meeting of the new Board to investigate the 
whole subject submitted its report. The 
substance of the report is that the county is 
being defrauded annually of large sums of 
money ; that the contractors are in many in- 
stances dishonest; that the agents of the 
county are careless and corrupt ; that there 
are no means of ascertaining what quantity 
of the supplies paid for are received at 
the county institutions; that the system of 
out-door relief has been abused, both by the 
paupers and the contractors. The Commit- 
tee give some specific cases of fraud which 
are quite sufficient to establish the general 
allegations. They show by comparative ta- 
bles that the dry goods furnished to the 
County Poor-House by the contractor 
could have been bought from Frevp 
& Lerrer for $5,000 less than was 
paid; and that the discrepancy be- 
tween the value of goods paid for and 
those actually received at the Poor-House is 
$5,000 more. There is at least presumptive 
evidence of the same kind and degree of rob- 
bery at the other county institutions, where 
no account at all was kept of goods received. 

The abuses in the outdoor system of relief 
are even more monstrous. The poor have 
been allowed to take orders for pork or 
hominy, and to receive from the contractors 
a pretended equivalent in sugar or tea. 
Thus a double swindle is perpetrated, first 
by compelling the county to furnish luxuries, 
and next by allowing the substitution of less 
than their equivalents for the articles order- 
ed. The coal-contract seems to have been 
more liberally construed than the others. 
It was obtained, in the first instance, by 
means of a straw-bid, and the contrac- 
tor has been placed on his honor 
throughout, nobody attempting to check 


the weights of the half-tons furnished by: 


him on the order of the Cotunty Agent. 

We think the charge of fraud is pretty well 
sustained. The remedy suggested by the 
Committee is good, and perhaps adequate. 
It is the appointment of a County Pur- 
chasing Agent and of a Purchasing 
Committee in the County Board, who 
shall together control all purchases made 
by the county. Very wise and necessary, 
too, seems tous the recommendation that a 
change should be made in the Purchasing 
Committee every month, in order to prevent 
too intimate an acquaintance arising between 
members of the Board and contractors. 

Mr. Houpen, and the other.members of the 
Special Committee who have made this in- 
vestigation, deserve the thanks of the com- 
funity. Their work has been patient and 
thorough. It has been carried on fearlessly 
and honestly, though threats have not been 
wanting to frighten, or money to bribe, the 
members of the Committee. 


THE END OF FISK. 
The inventory which has just been taken of 


the Fisk estate, showing that of the millions 
he was supposed to own when he died not 
one cent remains, is the closing chapter of 
his worthless life. No ome can read it with- 
out recognizing the perfect fitness of the de- 
nouement. Results have followed causes as 
logically as if they were mathematical prob- 
lems, and the end is reached. The curtain 
falls upon a tragedy in which all the unities 
have been preserved, in which avenging fate 
has executed its decrees with exact impartial- 
ity, in which the whirligig of time has brought 
the right uppermost, and shown the empti- 
ness, the wretchedness, the hollow deceit of 
the whole Fisk bubble. In all these respects, 
nothing could be more complete or satisfac- 
tory. It leaves the story of Fisx’s life sym- 
metrical, logical, and harmonious; # vindi- 
cates the moralities; it points the moral so 
clearly that no one can help reading and un- 
derstanding it. 

Jim Fisk was a man destitute of moral 
principle, of commercial rectitude, of manly 
purpose. He gave himself up to every pos- 
sible form of dissipation and lust, and, in 
his gréed for money, he had no other end in 
view than the gratification of these sensual 
delights. For the virtues of honesty, 
economy, sobriety, chastity, and truth, he 
had about asmuch respect as MepuisTorHiues, 
and, like MzpuisTropHries, he boasted of what 
was bad and sneered at what was good. His 
life represented in one person all that is bad 
in general humanity. Men of this stamp 
never obtain money by legitimate means, as 
they never use money for legitimate pur- 
poses, and Fisk was a prominent instance of 
the truth ofthisassertion. The pretense or pal- 
liatior, which some of his admirers urge, that 
he was charitably inclined, goes for nothing, be- 
cause in the first place his charity was used for 
self-advertisement, and, in the second place, 
he was charitable with money which was not 
rightfully his own. ‘He obtained his money 
by an organized system of:plunder, the de- 
tails of which were sharp pragtice, swindling, 
overreaching, corruption, browbeating, of- 
ficial blackmail, persecution, and fraud. He 
swindled upon too large a scale to be ar- 
rested. He stole upon too large a scale to be 
called a thief. He could both swindle and 
steal with impunity, because Judges and ju- 
ries were his salaried creatures, These opera- 
tions he conducted upon such a gigantic 
scale and with such brilliant assurance, that 
weak and short-sighted people were dazzled 
and fancied him a Crasvs whose wealth was 
counted by millions. But men of this stamp, 
who accumulate money in this way, never 
keep it. They may bleed society, but there 
are parasites who bleed them worse. They 
may build gorgeous opera-houses, but an 
opera-house which is a seraglio costs fortunes 
to run it. Mistresses of the Mansrre.ip 
style are fickle, and their affections are com- 
mercial. They live by blackmail, snd their 
victims are continually bled. Such men 
must have troops of confederates and tools 
to pay. They must raise up hosis of enemies 
to be silenced, They must pay constant 
drafts for bribery and corruption, and the 
longer they continue the more they must 
pay, for once in there is no way out. 
course of such a life of riotous living as this, 
the victim must at last meet with his Nemesis, 
and Fisk met his in Sroxms. The bullet 
relicved Sroxes from his persecutor, 
and relieved society of a pest, 
and. murder logically terminated Fiax’s 
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career. There was no violation of the unities 
of the drama in this respect, but the denoue- 
ment was not wholly complete, Fisk was 
swept away, and now the inventory shows 
that all the material results of his bad life are 
swept away also. His riotous life consumed 
him and his property at the same time. Noth- 
ing is left, andthe catastrophe is complete. 
The lawyers who expected to gorge them- 
selves at the feast find nothing but. bones. 
The wretched mistress has obtained her judg- 
ments, and can preserve them for souvenirs, 
for all that he had was squandered upon her 
and her like when he was alive. 

The moral of such a drama ought to be 
sufficiently plain, and it ought to come with 
special force to that large class of weak-prin- 
cipled young men who are dazzled by such 
men as Fisk, and whose idea of life consists 
in making money by cunning and chicanery 
and spending it in lust and djssipation. The 
fate of Fisk should show them the inevitable 
result of such a false theory of life, and that it 
ean only end inruin. It should teach them 
that real success can be achieved only by con- 
stant industry, allied to the old-fashioned vir- 
tue of honesty in business and rectitude in 
life, and that success achieved in any other 
Way can never be permanent. 


THAT BILL OF PARTICULARS. 

After all the fuss and feathers that have 
been displayed about the absurd bill of par- 
ticulars which Mr. Beecuer’s counsel demand- 
ed that Mr. Triton should file, we are not to 
have it. First, there was a decision that the 
Court had authority to grant it, which, being 
appealed, was maintained. Then the Court 
below made an order that it should be forth- 
coming.

Both parties to the controversy | 
profess to desire a speedy trial on 
the merits. If Mr. Brxcner is sincere 
in this profession, he will permit no 
more efforts on his behalf to clog the way 
to an early trial by an appeal against a de- 
cision which must commend itself both to 
common sense and common justice. If the 
Brerecuer faction, rest content with the de- 
cision which now refuses to demand a bill of 
particulars, there will be an opportunity to 
test the sincerity of Mr. Tr~Ton’s professions. 
It will then be his duty to call the case at the 
earliest possible moment; and, if he fails 
to do this, he will subject himself to the 
same adverse criticism which Mr. Brxecuer 
has received for his efforts at delay. 

The simple fact is that the public has the 
right to demand a prompt disposdl of this 
Brecuer scandal. It has long enough dis- 
graced our current literature, and long enough 
impregnated the social atmosphere with its 
miasmatic exhalations. It should be settled 
vuwe for all whether BrEcurre ie 4 | 
guilty. If innocent, it is outrageous that he 
should rest so long under the imputation of 
guilt ; if guilty, it is time we ceased to regard 
him with respect and permit him to befoul 
morality in his present high position. We 
know of but one way in which a definite set- 
tlement can be made, and that is by a trial on 
the merits. If Mr. Bercuer had secured the 
bill of particulars for which he asked, and been 
acquitted on a trial under that condition, he 
would not have been acquitted before the 
public. The case is this: Mr. TiTon 
charges adultery, and claims that he can 
prove it by documentary evidence, and by 
testimony that both Mr. Bexcwer and Mrs. 
Tritton made confessions of the fact at vari- 
ous times and to various persons. Now, he 
should be permitted to introduce his evi- 
dence. It will then remain for Mr. Bexcuer 
to explain away the documentary evidence 
and to impeach the witnesses. This is the 
whole case in a nutshell. Let us have it and 
be done with it. No further bills of particu- 
lars, or other limitations or technicalities, are 
necessary or desirable. 
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POSTAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

Postmaster-General JEWELL is stopping up 
the little leaks in his Department, and saving 
a good deal of money thereby. Hitherto 
Key West has been supplied with postal mat- 
ter by four different routes, which have cost 
$143,973 a year. Hereafter it will get two 
mails per week, which is as much as any rea- 
sonable native on the sand-bank can wish, 
and will cost the country only $50,000 a year. 
This saving of $100,000 is a pleasant New 
Year’s gift to the tax-payers. They will 
thank Mr. Jewzix for it. Now let the good 
work goon. The mail facilities of some re- 
mote portions of the country are altogether 
too great for the very trifling business to be 
performed. They should be cut down to 
some reasonable dimensions. People who 
bury themselves in the wilderness can 
better afford to get their infrequent 
letters only once a week than the 
country can afford to subsidize half-a- 
dozen a stage lines in order to send an empty 
mail-bag to them every day. If Mr. Jews. 
is let alone, we have hopes that he will make 
his Department pay its own expenses before his 
term of office expires, whereas he finds now a 
deficiency of eight millions. He is managing 
his public as he would his private affairs. It 
is inevitable that his honesty and economy 
should excite the jobbers, straw-bidders, and 
fraudulent contractors, who have hitherto 
lived by plundering the people through the 
medium of the postal-service, toa frenzy of 
rage, but we doubt not that the President 
will stand by this faithful servant of the 
public. 

Another important reform introduced 
by Mr. JEwrett concerns our postal 
relations with Canada. As soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be made, the 
two countries, so far as the mails 
are concerned, will be practically united. 
After Feb. 1, letters mailed in either for the 
other will be charged only domestic rates. A 
three-cent stamp will take a letter from San 
Francisco to Quebec,or from Chicago to Hali- 
fax. Eachcountry will retain the postageitre- 
céives from mail-matter sent to the other, 
whether the amount is large or small, and 
neither will charge the other anything for 
transporting and delivering the international 
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it as a mutual benefit,—why should we 


} not have a little more reciprocity in trade 
and commerce? If the Pennsylvania mannu- 
fecturer can now compete with a rival located 
half a miile south of the Canadian frontier, 
why should he shrink from a fair struggle 
with another whose manufactory is a mile 
farther north? Canada is an American 
State, separated in part by an imaginary line 
and a slightly different Government from 
other American States, but copied closely 
afterthem. The people of all the States are 
the same in race, and religion, and thought, 
and literature, and. feeling. Mutual inter- 
course should be promoted in every possible 
way. It is absurd to decline a reciprocity 
of trade with a community which geograph- 
ically and socially, whatever it may be politic- 
ally, is one of the galaxy of American States. 
Pennsylvania might as well ask to be “ pro- 
tected” from New York and Ohio as against 
Canada. One of the conditions of full reci- 
procity is our free use of the enlarged Cana- 
dian canals and the St. Lawrence River. The 
West needs this, and means to have it. We 
‘gladly hail anything which promises a more 
perfect union of the kindred communities 
along the Lakes and the St. Lawrence. Rec- 
iprocity in postal affairs, by bringing us 
nearer together and making us better ac- 
quainted, will be a step towards reciprocity 
in everything. 


CHICAGO SCHOOL RENTS. 

The Board of Education, at its meeting on 
Tuesday evening, had before them a propo- 
sition asking the Common Council to author- 
ize the employment of an attorney to prose- 
cute and collect all sums due and unpaid for 
rent of the real estate belonging to the School 
Fund. This resolution was for some reason 
voted down, and a committee of the Board 
was directed to inquire and report the cost 
of procuring the legal services of such an 
attorney, and report the name of a person for 
that duty. 

Ordinarily, the business should be per- 
formed by the Law Department of the city, 
but that office seems to have more business 
than it can properly attend to, and the matter 
of the school rents has been totally neglected 
for more than a year past. In 1870 there 
was a reassessment of the school property, 
end there was a pretty general refusal to pay 
the rent according to the increased rates, 
which were alleged by most of the tenants to 

e too high. Suits were brought, but in- 
junctions were sued out of the courts 
restraining their collection, and setting up 
various pleas, such as want of notice, unfair- 
ness, excessive appraisement, and irregulari- 
ties of various kinds. Delay followed these 
suits and injunctions, and in the height 
of the controversy came the fire, burning 
down all the buildings and improvements on 
the leased grounds, and it was a year or more 
before the tenants were able to rebuild. The 
city was embarrassed by the loss of its rec- 
ords and the destruction of some of its 
proofs, and, finally, in the fore part of 1873, 
terms of compromise were agreed upon, the 
city making fair and liberal concessions in 
consideration of the time lost by the fire and 
to avoid protracted litigation. A large ma- 
jority of the tenants came forward in the 
summer of 1873 and settled the dispute with 
the city upon the proposed terms, and have 
been paying their rents ever since. During 


the last year, however, nothing seems to have | 


been done in the way of forcing the delin- 
quents to pay either current rent or back 
rents, until, at last, the aggregate amount of 
due and unpaid rents reaches $230,842! The 
Magyar in hie late message called attention to 


| this matter, and furnished a list of the delin- 


quent tenants. Omitting those whose in- 
debtedness is less than $1,000, we reproduce 
this list as follows:

An examination of this list will show that 
these delinquents are mostly, if not all, men 
of means, who are deriving large rents and 
praéits from this school property, on which 
they refuse to pay the proportionate pittance 
due to the School Fund. Possibly there may 
be found among them some of the active 
members of the Citizens’ Association, who 
are demanding immense expenditures by the 
city for fire and water and a magnificent 
and costly City Government to be supported 
by taxes paid by other people. 

These persons have less excuse than can be 
ordinarily pleaded for the non-payment of 
debt. The land is assessed, under the com- 
promise, at not over 60 per cent of its cash 
value. The annual rent is computed at 6 per 
cent of this valuation, and the ground is ex- 
empt from taxes. Computing the taxes as 
equal to 2 per cent of the assessed 
value of the land; these tenants are 
asked only to pay a rental equal to 
4 per cent, or one-half the actual value of the 
ground held by them. They refuse to pay 
this, and we are confident that public opinion 
will hold the City Government criminally re- 
sponsible if it longer delay the prosecution of 
these ‘‘dead-beats ” who have squatted on the 
public property, drawing Jarge profits there- 
from, and refusing to pay the small annual 
charge asked of them. 

These school lands and lots have to be re- 
assessed next April. Inthe meantime, the 
law regulating the leasehold interests of such 
lands should be so amended as to furnish the 
public authorities with summary power to 
collect the rents and to procure a forfeiture 
of leases when the tenant fails to comply with 
his contracts. For the present, however, let 
the city prosecute these delinquents to judg 
ment and execution in the most vigurous 
manner.

CLARA MORRIS A® ‘** CORA,” 

Of the audience at the Academy last evening 
it ia fair to surmise that but few had braved the 
rigor of the evening by traveling any distance 
from the remote localities of the South Division, 
or of the North Side. The house, however, was 
by all means 8 good one, and would have been 
considered such under circumstances of a more 
favorable temperature. The change of bill 
announced for Miss Morris was of a character to 
bring out such play-goers as, in this age of 
severe realism upon the stage, desired to witaess 
a delineation of character and personation prac- 
tically boundless ian the intensity of ef- 
fect. The character of Oora in “ Article 
47” is such an opportunity, and, looking 
backward from the performance of last evening 
to the occasion, now some years ago, when Clara 
Morris essayed it with the fear and trembling of 
genius clutching its first great opportunity, half 
doubtful, but still confident, it is by no means 
difficul: to understand, amd even actually realize, 
the effect which her rendition of it must have 
produced upon the sensation-sated appetites of 
a New York audience. To those who saw ‘ Ar- 
ticle 47” played with Clara Morris in the princi- 
pal part last evening for the first time, it is fair 
> to suppose the effect still greater than when she 
played it, a young. unknown artist, before a 

arge and curious audience, for the drama has been 
given frequently, and more or less wretchedly, 
in this city, so tbat by contrast with such per- 
formances, that of Miss Morris muat have been 
especially powerful and horrifying. Doubtless 
nothing would have savedthe drama from tbat 
limbo to which French sensational pieces of 
crime and general laxity of morais are s00n con- 
sigoed but the extraordinary realization of its 
full capacity for horror which ehe developed. 
Unhke Camille, which she idealizes and poet- 
izes, liftiog it out of the quagmire of human 
weakness and guilt into an eminence of heroism 
and devotiun, noone the less beautiful that it is 
pernicious, Cora is a study which presenta but 
one feature for admiration, and that the 
artistic # bodying forth of an ideal. 
As for sympathy, there is absolutely 
none. The misadventures and calamities of the 
heroine possess no hold upon the feelings of the 
audience, and it is not intended thet they should. 
The interest of the piece rests entirely upon tha 
faithfulness of the artist’s assumption of a charac- 
ter, in which the consciousness of injury, the 
sense of biank and hopeless disappointment, a 
craving for revenge, and that complex mingling 
of love and hate, vengeance and forgiveness, and 
the amour propre of a woman scorned,—tbat 
sprete iojuria form#® which ruined — 
Paris,—develop 2s morsel madness which 
is ultimately communicated to the phys- 
ical being, and introduces the catastrophe 
of the piece iu the death of the heroine, a rav- 
ing, hideous madwoman. It can readily be uv- 
derstood that with so small a claim upon the 
teuder emotions and sympathies of an audience, 
an artist is driven to play upon other feelings, 
and those of fear, horror, dread, are therefore 
touched with no light hand. They must be, or 
they must be touched in no way at all. The cul- 
mination therefore of interest. apart from the 
not very robust plot of the piece, is ideutical 
with the crisis of a physical disorder, and the 
audience is led step by step to the contempla- 
tion of one of the most hideous forms of in- 
sanity, with all the secret workings of a mind 
unstrung dehberately made plain and coherent, 
beforeit, The earlier portions of the play Mies 
Morris carefully and skillfully utilizes in develop- 
ing the mental and moral condition of the wom- 
a0 WhO has loved, suffered, and sought ven- 
geance, Only to leara that vengeance essed 
not the least satisfying power.

MURDER IN BRIDGEPORT.

TAXATION OF STATE BAYES. ' 

The following is the main text of the bill for 
the taxation of State banks by the National 
Government, which was intrcduced into the 
— of Representatives by Mr. Parker, of 

issouri : 

In lieu of all existing taxes, every State bank or 
banking aesotiation shall pay to the Treasurer of the 
United State¢ in the months of January and July, a 
duty of one-half of ! percentum each haif-year from 
and after the lst day of July, 1875, upon the average 
amount of its notes in circulation, and a duty of one- 
fourth of 1 per centum each half-year as aforesaid, on 
thé average amount of its capital stock beyond the 
amount invested in United States bonds, and a duty 
of one-fourth of 1 per centum each half-year upon the 
average amount of its deposits ; and in case of default 
of the payment thereof to any such State bank or State 

association,, the duties aforesaid may 

be collected in the manner provided for 
the collection of United States duties of other 
ations. And it shail be the duty of 

mech association, within ten days from the Ist days of 
January and July in each year, to make a return, un- 
fer the oath of its President or Cashier, tothe Treas- 
arer of the United States, in such form as he may 
be, of the average amount of its notes in cir- 
culation, and of the average amount of its deposits, 
and of the average amount of its capital Stock beyond 
the amount invested in United States bonds for the 
six mouths next preceding said Ist days of January 
and July, as aforesaid ; and in defau!t of such return, 
and for each default thereof, each defaulting associa-

Therefore, while I do not 
regret my retirement from the management of the 
line, I cannotjand I trust we shall not, sever our per- 
sona! relations without deep regret. 

My successor, Mr, Thomas Hoops, is well known to 
you all, and I cap only add my earnest desire iat you 
will give him the same cordial support in his manage 
ment that has been extended to me, 

In my future business with the officers of the roads 
fofming the line, 1 hope to find some pleasure to com- 
pensate for my present “‘ farewell; ” and that we may 
enjoy many *“ happy returus” of the New Year, with 
increasing success to the ** Biue Line.” 

Mr. Thomas Hoops, the new General Manager 
of the Blue Line, will remove his headquarters 
from Detroit to Niagara Falls on the ist of Feb- 
ruary. The change of location is not at aii relish- 
ed bythe Western railroad managers, most of 
whom think that Niagara Falla is abogt the 
most inconvenient point that could have possibly 
been selected. Efforts are still making to move 
the headquarters to this city, as this would be 
the most convenient point for Western ship- 
pores t+ e~iew the end of sheline Bat it ia not 
beLeved that these efforts will amount to much, 
as Commodore Vanderbilt is bound to have it at 
Niagara Falls, and will not consent to any other 
place.

The King, in conversation witha representa- 
tive of the Tribune, expressed bimseif as very 
much pleased wiih his recept.oa by the officia's 
and citizens generaily. From the moment'of 
landing to the present time he had met wiih 
nothing but ihiodvess. His reception by 
President Grant and the officiala at Wash- 
ington bad been most cordial. Heregretied that 
bis iilnessa had preveated him acceptiug more of 
the invitations which he had received, He was 
just beginning to get acquainted in Washington 
when compelled by previous engagements to 
leave the city aod visit other cities, He had 
beard and read much of the United States, but 
could bave formed no conception of the vastness 
of the ter:tory, if he had not traveled over so 
much of it, It was wonderful to contemplate 
so vast and powerful a nation, considering the 
short period of its growth. He only re- 
gretted that his stay was so limited 
as to prevent his seeing more of its 
territory, people, and institutions. He bad been 
much gratified at his oflicial reception by the 
United States Senate and House of Representa- 
tives. His visits to the various public buildings 
in Washingtom had afforded bim much pleas- 
ure. They were much larger thau he 
had expected to find them. The process of 
printing the currency bad interested him 
exceedingly. He looked forward with pleasure 
to visiting Yale College, and especially Prof. Ly- 
man, one of the faculty, who was once his tutor.

The King was asked if the lectures of Mark 
Twain and the works of Charlies Nordhoff were 
faithful portrayals of the manners and mode of 
life of the wianders, He replied that the work 
of Mr. Nordboff was s very clear description of 
the island, the mode of Life, and the manners and 
customs of his subjects. Hethoughtfull justice 
had been dove them. [he agricultural prodicts of 
the islands that make up the Kingdom of Hawaii 
were set forth, aud the wopders and curiosities 
cleverly portrayed. Mark Twain's writings and 
lectures were a Liending of fact aod fiction. He 
was aclever humorist, and had burlesqued some 
things, while he had truthfully deseribed others. 
He had met Mark Twain on ti® islands several 
years ago, before the latter had become famous 
as a humorist, 

The King was asked whether the pen-portrait 
of Minister Harris, a member of the Cabinet 
of a former King, wastrue to life. The King 
laughed, and replied that Mr. Harris was 
tall, angular, rather awkward, but good-heart- 
ed, well-meaningman. He knewof no personal 
feeling between Mark Twain and Mr. Harris, 
and judged it gwas the bumorist’s love of bur- 
lesque which had led him to seize upon;the figure 
of Mr. Harris as a good subject for sport. 
Party feeling ran high at that time too, end that 
might have had something to do with it, Mr. 
Nordhoff met Mr. Harrie during his visit to the 
islands, and spoke of him in his book esa very 
pleasant, worthy man,

Priority of Distress Warrants in 
Bankruptcy Proceedings, 


Little Joe's Bill of Particulars Against 
Supervisor Schank. 


“Judge” Banyon Will Step Up and 
Show His Right to That Title. 


DISTRESS WARRANTS—THEIR PRIORITY IN BANK- 
RUPICY PROCEEDINGS. 

Judge Blodgett decided an important point 
yesterday on the question of the priority of the 
claims of a landlord for rent in a bankrupt’s es- 
tate. In the case of Antoine Gaydon, J. H. 
Perry filed a petition claiming that he levied a 
distress warrant on Gaydon’s property on the 
23d of October, and that the petition in bank- 
ruptcy was not filed until the 24th. Perry's 
counsel, therefore, alleged that he had a prior 
lien on the property, entitling him to be paid in 
full, citing, also, in support of his Views, a case, 
in re Joslyn, 3 Bankruptcy Rep., 118, which he 
thought decided the point. The facts were ad- 
mitted by the bavkrupt’s attorney, but 
the law was disputed, and the 
case was referred to the Judge, who 
held that a landlord could not thus acquire a 
prior lien, so that he would have to be paid in 
fuli, but that bis status was the same as a 
plaintiff in an attachment suit, and that he 
would not have any prior lien. The petition was 
therefore dismissed. + 

LITTLE JOE.

; fs THE Losr BOY IN CHICAGO? 
bi the 1st of last Juiy poor little Charlic 
Roes\was kidnapped from in front of bis pacents’ 
Tes in Germantown, Pa., and since ‘hi! 
fime he has never been heard of, although the 
gearch instituted immediately after the occur- 
rence was of the most extensive character. The 
ts, frenzied with grief at the loss of the:r 
arling, vainly offered the most exorbitant re- 
but allto no purpose. The newspapers 
of every town in this country and in Canaca 
with long drawn-out accounts of the out- 
Since that time the detectives of all parts 
of the country have been fruitiessly engaged 
in tracing his whereabouts. At one time 
be would turn up on the Pacific Slope, 
the next day in the northern part of 


Maine,—in fact, every village from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific has furnished s sensational ac- 
count. of the discovery of a boy closely re- 
sembling the lost Charlie Ross. The excitement 
about the affair will probably never completely 
die down until the child is discovered, either 
dead or alive. The ciose resembiance of so 
great a number of children to the lost boy is a 
fact of human nature that has probably never 
before been so accurately umpressed on the 
minds of observant persovs. Almost every city 
in the Northwest having found a boy resembling 
Charlie Roses, it was utterly impossible that 
Chicago could be a single jot behind her sisters, 
‘and co ently she, too, must furnish a repro- 
duction of Chariie Ross. A few days ago a 
woman residing in Glencoe visited police 
headquarters and informed Capt. Hickey that 
a friend of hers living on State street 
had a homeless boy in ber possession 
which closely resembled the descrip- 
tion of Charlie Ross. At ths request of Capt. 
Hickey, the boy was brought down to bim for 
examination. He was not very well satisfied 
with the boy’s appearance ; he seemed younger 
than Charlie Ross’ age, and in many other par- 
ticulars did not answer the description. He 
turned the case over tothe detectives for further 
information, but, owiug to a pressure of other 
business, the case has not yet been attended to. 
‘A Trisvuxe reporter, hearing of the facts in the 
case, yesterday started out to find the boy. 
Having first prepared himself with a fuil de- 
scriptian of the bov and an accurate photograph, 
_he yesterday visited the premises, No. 899 State 
street, where the boy was saidto be. He found 
the child lying on # comfortable bed io apart- 
ments occupied bya very poor Irish family. On 
first sight the reporter was struck 
with the resemblance of the child to 
the phot h in his possession. But, 
on close examination of the photograph and the 
description of the lost boy, he was found to dif- 
fer materialiy from both.” The ears, mouih, 
chin, nose, and expression of the eyes were the 
exact reproduction of the likeness, but the fore- 
head was low and scanty compared with tbat of 
the photograph. Yet it seemed probabie that a 
po of the bov would extibit a greater 
Proedth of forehead than the original, owing to 
its peculiar curve. On further inguiry, it was 
found that the boy was left there bya drunken 
tailor named Buckley, some three mooths ago. 
Since that time he has been ona continuous 
drunk, and has cailed to see the child but once 
since Jeaving him there. It is almost impossible 
to obtain any answers of the questions which 
the original Charlie Ross is supposed to be able 
to answer correctly, as a mischievous little 
Irish boy, the son of the landlady, has 
obtained a copy of them, and has frightened 
the little fellow into answering cprrectly. He 
answers to the name of Eddie, but-is very bast- 
ful, shading his eyes with his arm just as the 
original Chai lie Ross is said to bave been in the 
habit of doing. After a prolonged search, the 
reporter yesterday traced the -man Buckley to 
the tailor-shop of L. Davis, No. 953 State street, 
where be began work the day before. He seemed 
astonished when questioned about the boy, and 
wondered how his ‘whereabouts bad been dis- 
povered. He states that the boy is his own 
child, and was born July 19, 1871. The mother 
he states is dead, and one child is now in charge 
of the Brothers’ school in Bridgeport. His 
statement is further corroborated bv James 
Cook, with whom he used to work. Mr. Cook 
remembers having seen the child when Quite 
young and before it was abie to walk. Further- 
more, in speaking of its former home and rela- 
tions, the child persists in saying that its mamma 
whi

d’s opinion. The above is but one of the 
us cases of the supposed discovery of 
lie Rose,and probably contains material 
enough for a better sensation than several other 
caees that have lately been written up. How- 
ever, there yet remains # link in the chain which 
is left for the detectives to solve, aod that is, 
how came this man Buckley with the child? He 
is currently reported to bave pretty rouzh con- 
nections in Pennsylvania, and, in order to make 
their work sure, the child’s parentage should be 
thoroughly tracea back. 


NOVEL ELOPEMENT. 
MOPHER-IN-LAW AND SON-IN-LAW. 
A singular elopement, which provides one of 
the most remarkatle exceptions to an accepted 
dogmaof matrimon ial ethics, occurred in Chicago 
recently, the principals in the event beiog a 
Mrs, Baumbach and her son-in-law. It has gen- 
erally, pay universal.'y, been understood that the 
relations between mother-in-law and son-in-law 
could pot possibly, at the best, be anything more 
amicable than an arnied neutrality; that the 
former always looked upon the latter as the ty- 
rapnical oppressor of the child of her bosom, 
while the latter viewed the former as an inter- 
meddler and creater of naischief without ceasing. 
While itis pleasing to hear of the exception to 
the case, it is painful to have to confess that 
there was too ‘much of reciprocity of 
feeling between the antagonists, as the following 
narration of facts will show. More than twenty 
years since, a German named J. H. Baumbach, 
.while living in Mexico, marricd a young Mexican 
girl, and for years they lived together, begetting 
children, and accumulating enough money to 
warrant them in striking into a freer country 
than that they had been living in. Accordingly, 
about two months since, they came to live in 
this city, bringing with them their son-in-law, 
the husband of their daughter, whom they left 
behindthem. Here they started a saioon on 
Wells street, ard che $300 which Baumbach had 
over after fitting up his saloon he deposited in 
i yaum’s Bank.

London officers of the Society, John Crossley, Esq., M. 
P., tias furnished additional evidence of its practical 
utility, and has awakened renewed interest in its ob- 
ject and plan; and 
Wuerras, The fact has become aggressively appar- 
ent, in Europe, that investors regard with suspicion 
all new American enterprises, and especially those of 
the West and the South; and 
Wuerras, This unfortunate condition is iargely at- 
tributable to the want of authentic information eon- 
cerning the many projects in this country calling for 
capital from abroad ; and 
Wuereas, The International Chamber of Commerce, 
and Mississippi Valley Society of London is designed 
as a bureau of information to facilitate business be. 
tween the people of Europe and the people of the West 
and South ; and 
Wuereas, This Association is a purely non-trading 
one, thereby trenching on no man’s private interests, 
but subserving the prosper'ty of all; and 
WHEREa«s, It is expected that a large delegation, 
from England, of prominent business men, will next

THE BROOKLYN SCANDAL. 


Dr. Bacon Warms Toward Mir. 
GBeecher, and is Inclined to Thitit 
Him {nnoccat—-The ‘Tilton-Beecher 
Suit to Go On, * 

onectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, ~— 
New York, Dec. 30.—Dr. Leonard Bacon, of 

Yale College, formerly so active in stirring up 

the Tilton-Beecher scandal by his letters in the 


Independent, bas lately expressed, in a significent 
way, his confidence in the innocence of Mr, 
Beecher. Dr. Bacon was long looked upon as 
the enemy of Beecher, and his letters were at- 
tributed to a malicious desire to *‘smoke him 
out.” During a late visit to Brooklyn, the Doc- 
tor expressed a wish to meet prominent mem- 
bers of the Lnvestigation Committee, and an ar- 
rangement was effected whereby two were 
brought together in a social manner. During 
"rane Dr. Bacon, among other things, 
said : 

There has been an immense change in public opin- 
ion on the subject of Mr. Beecher’s guilt er innocence 
during the last four week. As far as my experience 
goes, the very great imajoriiy of people in the country 
believe in Mr. Beecher’s entire innocence. Much of 
this is due to the thorough exposure of the falseness 
of the charge in relation to the first Mrs, Bowen and 
Mies Proctor. The skies are brightening for Mr. 
Beecher, and I have no doubt of the ultimate complete 
establishment of his innocence. 

Dr. Bacon has some interesting reminiscences 
concerning Tilton to relate. Both the Doctor 
and Dr. Thompson, of New York, formerly pas- 
tor of the Broadway Tabernacle, were contrib- 
utors to the Jndependent when Theodore Tiiton 
took charge of the paper. Thompson declared 
that Tilton's engagement Bowen was a great 
mistake. “Tilton,” said Dr. Thompson, “ is 
nothing but a brilliant boy, and he never will be 
anything else.” In reference to Moulton, he 
said that he considered him s very bad man. 
* In fact,” said he, ** in an article not long since 
sent by me to the Jndependent, I chara :terized 
him as a vilien; but Mr. Bowen thoughs that 
too strong a term to make use of, and moditied 
it with something softer.”

New Yors, Dec. 30.—William M. Evarte, the 
senior counsel for Mr. Beecher, says that he 
does not think the decision of Judges Neilson 
and Reynolds, yesterday, on the Tilton bill of 
particulars, could be appealed from.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


MEETING OF COAL-MINE OPERATORS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Port Ricamonp, Purmape puta, Dec. 30.—The 
fina! meeting of the coal-mine operators of tisis 
State, to arrange a basis of minera’ wages for 
the ensuing year, was held in the Lehigh region 
to-day. The conference was secret, but it has 
been learned from a prominent producer who 
was present that the wages scale for 1875 was re- 
15 per cent on contract work, and 10 per cent on 
mipers’ and laborers’ wages, the new rates to 
x0 into effect on Friday. The operators’ Com- 
mittee will meet the miners at Hazieton, in the 
upper Lehigh region, to-morrow to offer them 
the proposition. As the colliers have 
recently been holding secret meetings and 
are determinedly opposed to anv decrease from 
present mining rates, thev will probably refuse 
to accept the operators, ultimatum and go out on 
astrike. There are vow between 40,000 and 50,- 
000 miners unemployed, and a suspension will 
augment this number fully 25,000 men. The 
distress and lawlessness in all sections of the 
coal-fields is very great, and the outlawry in- 
creases every day.
